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Youth hurt as masked gang targets family business 

TEENAGE BOY IS 
SHOT BY RAIDERS 


PARK PLAQUE REMEMBERS GREAT WAR FALLEN

A TEENAGE boy was shot 
with a gas gun as a family 
business was targeted by a 
gang of up to 15 masked men. 

The boy was taken to hospital and 
had a metal bearing removed from 
his head, just above his eye, and his 
hand, said the company’s boss. 

He was one of two teenagers left fearing 
for their lives after the raid on crane business 
Midland Safe Load Indicators Ltd, on Watling 
Street, Brownhills. The gang was also armed 
with a machete. 

A Ford Transit van, a magnetic drill, heavy- 
duty batteries, brass fittings and a pump jack 
were all taken from the site, which is also used 
to send shipments to Gambia on the weekends. 
The raid occurred at round 4am on Monday. 

Boss Caroline Degville said she was left ‘trau¬ 
matised’ for the teenagers and believes the site 
was specifically targeted. 

The 50-year-old, who has managed the busi¬ 
ness for 10 years, said: “It is a crane business 
which we run Monday to Friday and I also run 
an export business on a weekend. 

Threatened 

“We were working on a container and it was 
late when we finished. The lads stay overnight 
in the caravan and they are picked up in the 
morning. Around 3.30am they heard the work¬ 
shop roller shutters go up. 

“It has got to be somebody that knows that 
we are here. I think they were targeting some¬ 
thing in particular. 

“I’m more fearful and upset for the boys. The 
gang, of around 10 to 15, threatened them and 
they had machetes. They heard them in the 
caravan and threatened to kill them. 

“I am traumatised for the boys. The one has 
just been released from hospital and they re¬ 
moved a metal bearing, shot from the gun, from 
his head, just above his eye, and his hand - that 
is how serious it was.” 

Forensics officers from Staffordshire Police 
combed through the site for evidence and an 
appeal for witnesses has now been launched. 

Police confirmed the 19-year-old, who was 
sent to Walsall Manor, did not suffer life-threat¬ 
ening or life-changing injuries. 

A spokesman said: “Anyone with informa¬ 
tion is asked to call Staffordshire Police on 101 
quoting incident 91 of 23 July.” 


A PLAQUE to commemorate the First World 
War has been installed in a park in Walsall. 

Labour councillors Paul and Chris Bott un¬ 
veiled the plaque at Kings Hall Park’s gates 
in Darlaston in memory of those who lost 
their lives. 

The plaque, which cost £1,400, was funded 
thanks to the support of Councillor Sean 
Coughlan, leader of the Labour group. An oak 
tree has also been planted to commemorate 
the centenary of the war’s end. 

Councillor Paul Bott, said: “Chris and my¬ 
self thought that there ought to be a fitting 


tribute to the Great War. Next to the Kings 
Hall park there was a church, St Andrew’s. 
They had some stained glass windows as a 
memorial for those soldiers that were killed 
in the Great War. 

“The gates were the nearest thing to the 
church. The church has been sold and turned 
into apartments. The windows have been 
saved and are now in Darlaston Town Hall.” 

Another plaque has already been placed 
and unveiled at Moxley War Memorial - 
which both councillors helped to restore. 

Mr Bott added: “It’s a great commemora¬ 


tion for those who lived in the area and who 
died. All the feedback we have had has been 
positive. 

“The oak trees will be a symbol of everlast¬ 
ing. They will be there when residents forget 
when the Great War finished and it will be a 
symbol. 

“We also planned two oak trees, one at 
Moxley and the other at Kings Hall Park and 
the friends of the two parks funded it. 

“You can never forget the sacrifice that 
those men made from Moxley and Kings 
Hall.” 


INQUEST 

Attack victim died 
from a head injury 

A MAN who was attacked outside the pub 
where he worked died of a head injury, an 
inquest opening heard. 

Matthew Powney, of Wolverhampton, 
died outside The Malthouse pub, New 
Road, Willenhall on July 9. The 31-year-old 
was standing in the bus stop outside the 
Wetherspoons pub when an altercation 
broke out on a bus, the inquest heard. 

Black Country Coroners Court heard he 
was subsequently attacked and died at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. 
Following a post-mortem, the provisional 
cause of death was ruled as a head injury. 

Shaun Addison, 27, of Furzebank Way, 
Willenhall, has been charged with murder 
and wounding another man. Senior coro¬ 
ner Zafar Siddique suspended the inquest 
due to the ongoing investigation.

Frontline police 
figures plummet 

THE number of frontline police officers in 
the West Midlands has plummeted over 
the last year, Home Office figures show. 

West Midlands Police had 5,630 officers 
available for frontline duties in March - 
down 566 from 2017. The number of po¬ 
lice officers across England and Wales has 
dropped to its lowest level since 1996.

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MPs stress need for more police officers 


MPS say more frontline police officers are needed 
‘as a matter of urgency’ to quell the surge in crime 
across the region. 

Across the West Midlands crime has risen by 37 
per cent in five years, with huge increases in violent 
incidents, sex offences and robberies. 

Figures released this week revealed the number 
of police officers across the country had hit a re¬ 
cord low, with West Midlands Police losing almost a 
quarter of its officers in the last seven years. 

And MPs from across the party divide have called 
for increased funding for police forces - with boost¬ 
ing the number of bobbies on the beat a priority. 


Eddie Hughes, Conservative MP for Walsall North, 
vowed to ‘continue to lobby for more cash’. 

However, he said he was concerned about where 
the new cash would be spent, accusing West Mid¬ 
lands Police & Crime Commissioner David Jamie¬ 
son of not making the best use of previous funding. 

“The PCC has had money and has spent it else¬ 
where, while what we really need as a matter of 
urgency is more frontline police officers,” he said. 

“Meanwhile stations are closing down. The ar¬ 
gument about frontline policing is that they don’t 
catch criminals in the act, but that is taking away 
from the fact that they provide a major deterrent 


to crime. People must feel that they are safe and 
secure and criminals must know that they can get 
caught. Sadly, this isn’t the case.” 

The PCC says he is doing all he can to drive ef¬ 
ficiencies, which are ‘helping officers spend more 
time tackling crime’. 

Labour’s deputy leader Tom Watson said the 
rise in crime was a result of Government austerity 
measures and ‘slashing the number of police on our 
streets’. 

In the year to March 2018, officer numbers 
across the country fell from 123,142 to 122,404 - a 
fall of 0.6 per cent. 


TWo sentenced over 
boxing venue brawl 


IT started with a full plastic 
cup being tossed into the 
air but soon tables, chairs 
and punches were being 
thrown at the end of a ticket 
only boxing event’s headline 
bout, a judge heard. 

The violence would end with 
a young man being stabbed to 
death outside Walsall Town Hall 
where the evening was staged. 

Increasingly rowdy rival fans 
clashed as the near 600-strong crowd 
waited for the judges’ verdict at the 
end of the fight involving a local 
fighter and one from Derbyshire, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court was told. 

Mr Gerry Bermingham, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The brawl erupted as they 
waited for the decision. A plastic cup 
containing drink was thrown followed 
by chairs and tables. Then fights 
broke out.” 

Footage 

There was no CCTV footage of 
the violence but some of the action 
was captured on mobile phones with 
43-year-old Lee Hickinbottom, who 
was wearing a distinctive red T-shirt, 
appearing in some of these. 

“The clips show disorder among 
the supporters of both boxers and 
he is seen to throw two chairs and a 
table,” said Mr Bermingham. “Who¬ 
ever threw the plastic cup of drink 
lit the spark of violence but this was 
more than fanned by the behaviour of 
this defendant. It led others to throw 
furniture and the room erupted. 

“He was certainly one of the more 
aggressive and became actively in¬ 
volved in the disorder. The distur¬ 
bance did not last long, a few minutes 
at most. When it finished two distinct 
groups exited from the hall. Outside 
there was a fatality.” The defendant 
was stabbed in the shoulder during 
violence outside. A table being used 
by fans of the Derbyshire boxer was 
overturned at the end of the eighth

round, the court heard. The culprits 
were warned they would be evicted if 
they did not behave. 

Lorry driver Phillip Smith, who 
was at the October 14 event with his 
16-year-old son and son-in-law, was 
captured on film throwing a chair that 
had been hurled in his direction. 

The 52-year-old, who was of previ¬ 
ous good character, was later stabbed 


in the stomach and back amid the fur¬ 
ther trouble outside the Town Hall, 
said Mr Carl Templar-Vasey, defend¬ 
ing, who added: “He is a hard-working 
loyal family man who deeply regrets 
getting involved in this. It was com¬ 
pletely out of character.” 

Mr James Bruce, defending, Hick¬ 
inbottom, who had 17 previous con¬ 
victions, said: “Of course he threw 


those items. He does not suggest he 
was a hapless bystander. He takes full 
responsibility for his actions.” 

Hickinbottom from Dryden Road, 
Bloxwich was jailed for 18 months 
while Smith, of Harrison Street, 
Bloxwich, was given an eight month 
prison term suspended for a year with 
150 hours unpaid work and a two 
month night time curfew. 


Experts say 
15,000 new 
homes each 
year needed 

ALMOST 15,000 homes need to be built 
in the West Midlands every year, accord¬ 
ing to housing experts. 

The West Midlands Combined Author¬ 
ity is urging councils to speed up the de¬ 
livery of housing, bringing in 215,000 
dwellings by 2031. 

Currently, 13,248 homes are to be 
built, according to Local Plans, for each 
council across the West Midlands. A Spa¬ 
tial Investment and Delivery Plan pub¬ 
lished by the WMCA, says 14,435 need to 
be built each year. 

Land has already been earmarked 
in each local authority area for new 
homes,which is in the report. 

In Walsall, 310 homes are to be built 
at the former Reedswood Caparo factory 
and 395 homes in Goscote. 

In Wolverhampton, they include 250 
new homes on the city canalside and at 
transport interchange; homes at the for¬ 
mer Springfield Campus, 339 homes at 
the former Wolverhampton Royal, 265 
homes at a cleared industrial site off 
Cable Street and 365 homes in Heath 
Town. 

In Dudley town centre, more than 
300 new homes will be built, while there 
will also be housing development going 
alongside the new Metro line which 
heads to Wednesbury.

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No-one turns 
up for crisis 
summit on 
Leaf Centre 

AN emergency meeting to discuss 
failings at a troubled school had to be 
abandoned after nobody turned up. 

The parents and guardians of all 
142 pupils at the New Leaf Centre in 
Walsall were invited to the meeting by 
council bosses to discuss the school’s 
‘inadequate’ Ofsted rating. 

But Walsall Council’s education 
chief, Councillor Christopher Towe, 
said he was disappointed when not a 
single person attended the meeting. 

The centre in Pelsall Lane, Rushall, 
was given Ofsted’s bottom rating 
across the board after inspectors 
found a series of failings, including 
poor behaviour from pupils, dirty 
facilities, rock-bottom achievement 
and insufficient governance from the 
council. 

It caters for some of the most vul¬ 
nerable children in the borough, 
many of whom have been excluded 
from mainstream education. 

Walsall Council’s Conservative-led 
administration, which regained con¬ 
trol of the authority in May, has 
vowed to push through the changes 
necessary. Mr Towe said: “We are 
committed to bringing up standards.” 

Mr Towe said he planned to visit 
the centre in the coming weeks. A 
recently-appointed interim head¬ 
teacher, Phillip Sharrock, and an in¬ 
terim senior secondary leader were 
already ‘beginning to halt the decline 
in standards’, according to Ofsted. 

Chemists forced 
to close by cuts 

ELEVEN community pharmacies 
have closed in the West Midlands 
since 2016, new figures show. 

Nationwide, there have beenl40 
closures. 

Birmingham, Dudley, Walsall and 
West Bromwich have all been affected 
since the Department of Health and 
Social Care cut the sector’s funding in 

2016. Of the West Midlands closures, 
there were five from Lloyds Phar¬ 
macy, one from Boots and two inde¬ 
pendent pharmacy closures. 

The reduced funding for community 
pharmacies in England was the equiv¬ 
alent of 12 per cent up until March 

2017, followed by a further 7.4 per 
cent funding drop the following finan¬ 
cial year. The information comes from 
trade publication Chemist+Druggist.

tional support to their satel¬ 
lite fostering families and also 
builds links with other family 
members and people who are 
part of the young person’s care 
plan. 

Councillor Tim Wilson, 
portfolio holder for children’s 
health and wellbeing, shared 
his hopes for the new pro¬ 
gramme at the launch event. 

He said: “Being a foster 
carer and looking after some 
of Walsall’s most vulnera¬ 
ble young people is such a 
vital role.

support our foster carers in 
their fantastic work and make 
it even more rewarding for 
them.”

13 -and-a-half years for 
£lm drugs gang leader 


THE ringleader of a gang which im¬ 
ported at least £1 million worth of 
cocaine into the UK from Jamaica 
has been jailed for more than 13 
years. 

Nigel Roberts, a barber from Streetly, 
was identified as the organiser behind 
three importations of cocaine into UK 
airports. 

The 41-year-old, of Laneside Avenue, has 
been sentenced to 13 and a half years behind 
bars for his involvement in the drug operation. 

He pleaded guilty to conspiracy to import 
cocaine and was sentenced at Minshull Street 
Crown Court. 

In total, he and three others, all from Lon¬ 
don, were sentenced to a total of 37 and a half 
years in prison, with one more still to be sen¬ 
tenced. 

Courier 

The National Crime Agency began investi¬ 
gating the group in June 2016 following a Bor¬ 
der Force seizure of 5kg of cocaine concealed in 
packets of coconut milk powder at Manchester 
Airport. Each seizure consisted of between 5kg 
to 10kg of cocaine. 

In the first importation, Roberts worked with 
two others to recruit a courier in order to bring 
the drugs back from Jamaica in a suitcase. 

Days after the arrest of another accomplice, 
Roberts sent a voice note saying: “I’m on a bad 
luck streak, one of my ships crashed again.” 

In addition to complicit couriers, the group 
sometimes used vulnerable and unknowing 
participants to smuggle the drugs for them. 

John Hughes, Operations Manager at the 
NCA, said: “Roberts and his network were in¬ 
volved in a potentially lucrative business im¬ 
porting class A drugs into the UK. 

“Not only would these profits have gone on 
to fund the supply of dangerous drugs, it would 
have fuelled the violence we so regularly see 
associated with this kind of activity.”

100 companies on the London Stock 
Exchange with the highest market 
capitalisation. 

American-born Mr Reed, who 
joined HomeServe in 2012 as chief 
marketing officer after a career in 
banking, outlined to the invited audi¬ 
ence on how he had masterminded the 


turnaround of the company, which 
has its headquarters at Cable Drive, 
after it was hit with a £30.6m fine by 
the Financial Conduct Authority - its 
largest-ever retail fine - in 2014 over 
mis-selling issues, lost £lbn in mar¬ 
ket capitalisation and made 1,000 
redundancies. “I am very proud to be 
in the Midlands,” said Mr Reed, who 
was recently named Europe’s most 
progressive leader in the 2017 Tal¬ 


ent Unleashed Awards. “The people 
in Walsall are lovely and will do an¬ 
ything for you.

Academy bosses under 
fire over redundancies

A WALSALL school has been 
slammed by union chiefs af¬ 
ter cutting 13 ‘vital’ class¬ 
room roles. 

GMB has condemned Bloxwich 
Academy’s decision to make the 
school support staff redundant. 

The school, based at Leamore Lane, 
has been forced into making the job 
cuts across both its primary and sec¬ 
ondary sites. 

The union claims the academy’s 
management did not identify any al¬ 
ternative cost-saving measures and 
only put the redundancies forward as 
a single option. 

Staff have now been told that they 
will leave at the end of the summer 
term, according to GMB. 

Justine Jones, GMB organiser, said: 
“This is a massive blow to our mem¬ 
bers. They are some of the lowest paid 
workers at the academy, but consist¬ 
ently go above and beyond the call of 
duty to support the pupils. 

Shortage 

“As a first step, academies should 
look at their management and admin¬ 
istrative costs before looking to take 
away vital support from the most vul¬ 
nerable pupils.” 

Bloxwich Academy blamed the 
shortage of national funding for the 
redundancies - insisting it was ‘confi¬ 
dent’ with its support staff going for¬ 
ward. 

Headteacher of the school, Andy 
Seager, said: “Whilst Bloxwich acad¬ 
emy is delighted to be the most im¬ 
proved school in the country for pupil 
progress and being oversubscribed 
in many year groups from Year One 
through to Year 11, we find ourselves 
along with other schools and acade¬ 
mies having to make cutbacks due to 
the current national funding shortage 
faced this forthcoming academic year.”

Pub bosses 
fined over 
illegal Sky 
coverage 

THREE pub bosses have been or¬ 
dered to pay more than £320,000 for 
showing Sky Sports illegally. 

Action was taken against the Pheas¬ 
ant Inn in Wolverhampton, the Prince 
of Wales in Stafford and the Beaufort 
Arms in Hamstead, Great Barr, for 
showing sport without paying for the 
subscription. 

The licensees and company direc¬ 
tors responsible for running the pubs 
were convicted of a total of 64 offences 
at Birmingham Magistrates Court. 

Jonathan Hunt, the designated 
premises supervisor of the The Pheas¬ 
ant, on Wood End Road, Wednesfield, 
and the Prince of Wales on Weston 
Road, was found guilty of 19 offences. 
He failed to appear at the sentencing 
hearing on Wednesday and was fined 
£152,000. He was also ordered to pay 
£35,000 in costs. 

Mark Jones, a director of Monk 
Moor Pubs, the lessees for all three 
premises at the time of offences, 
was found guilty of 19 offences. He 
also failed to appear and was fined 
£114,000 and ordered to pay £25,000 
costs. 

Robert Stevens, a director of Monk 
Moor Pubs, was convicted of one of¬ 
fence and was fined £950. 

Carol Keenan, the designated prem¬ 
ises supervisor of the Beaufort Arms, 
on Old Walsall Road, pleaded guilty to 
seven offences. She was handed a 12- 
month conditional discharge.

Biker who hid after he 
ran over woman jailed 


A BANNED driver who mowed 
down a pensioner and filmed him¬ 
self speeding along a motorway at 
up to 140mph has been jailed. 

Richard Allen was found by a police 
sniffer dog hiding in bushes around an 
hour after he hit the elderly woman at a 
pedestrian crossing in Birmingham Road, 
Sutton Coldfield, last year. 

The 38-year-old from Walsall, who was 
banned from the roads in 2001 for dangerous 
driving, was said by witnesses to have been 
speeding at more than 50mph in a 30mph zone 
on his Honda CBR motorbike when the colli¬ 
sion happened. 

His victim was thrown into the air and suf¬ 
fered multiple fractures, including a broken 
hip. Allen glanced back at the woman lying 
injured in the street but sped away from the 
crash and dumped his bike at a mechanic’s ga¬ 
rage near his home in Chantry Avenue, Blak- 
enall. 

However, a member of the public noted down 
the bike’s registration and soon after a police 
sniffer dog tracked him from his home to the 
dense undergrowth where he was found hiding. 

The labourer, who was on his way back 
from Greggs to the Sutton building site he was 
working on at the time, denied responsibility 
and told police the woman had walked out in 
front of him. But collision investigators spoke 
to several witnesses who described seeing Allen 
accelerating into the woman without braking 

- and after a four-day trial he was found unani¬ 
mously guilty of causing serious injury through 
dangerous driving. 

A judge at Birmingham Crown Court last 
week jailed Allen for seven-and-a-half years 

- including four-and-a-half years for the col¬ 
lision, plus an additional year for each of the 
three other dangerous driving incidents shown 
on his phone. West Midlands Police has now 
released one of the video clips, showing Allen 
hurtling along the fast lane of the M69 at 
140mph in an Audi TT. 

At one stage Allen took a drag on a cigarette 
which meant he had no hands on the wheel 
despite speeding at twice the motorway limit.

THE bold new future of British educa¬ 
tion.

ACROSS the West Midlands crime is 
on the rise. Big jumps in violence, sex 
offences and robberies. Nearly 3,000 of¬ 
fences involving knife crime in the past 12 
months alone. Think about that for one 
minute - on average, in the West Mid¬ 
lands, there is a crime involving a blade 
every three hours. 

Police and crime commissioner David 
Jamieson says more resources are need¬ 
ed. Of course he does. And perhaps peo¬ 
ple would be willing to pay a little more in 
tax if they believed it meant more thieves, 
robbers and hoodlums being put away. 

But here’s another statistic. Last year 
West Midlands Police dispatched blue- 
light emergency response vehicles to 94 
reports of so-called hate crimes. Just 24 
of these reports led to an arrest. In 20 of 
these call-outs, the alleged victim didn’t 
want the police there. 

Now, I’m sure many of those cases 
were genuine emergencies, where people 
were in real danger. In those cases it is 
right and proper that the police act swiftly 
and that the assailants face the full force 
of the law. 

However, the fact that nearly a quarter 
of alleged victims didn’t understand why 
the Old Bill were called in the first place 
suggests that sometimes there might 
have been an over-reaction. 

Contrast this to the case of the baby 
abducted in the car-jacking last week, 
when police took 15 minutes to respond. 
The problem is that too often the author¬ 
ities appear more concerned with peo¬ 
ple’s attitudes and motives than what 
they have actually done. Wolf-whistling 
seems to be taken more seriously than 
burglary.

He got away and went to Cannock police 
station while they returned to their drink¬ 
ing. Any hopes he had of police swoop¬ 
ing on the thugs were dashed when told 
there was no-one available to deal with 
him and could he return on Monday - this 
was Thursday evening. 

He did return and make a statement 
but heard nothing. Is it too much of a leap 
to think these yobs will now be feeling a 
little invincible having gotten away with 
this brazen attack and do it again? 

Sadly this is not an unusual anecdote 
in Staffordshire or the West Midlands. 
Newspapers and social media are filled 
with similar tales such as businessmen 
watching helpless as burglars ransack 
their premises, closed police stations and 
reported crimes not being investigated. 

Many crimes, it seems, go unreport¬ 
ed. Anti-social behaviour, vandalism, 
even assaults aren’t reported because 
‘the police won’t be interested’, we hear 
people say. The latest crime figures are 
depressing. Possession of weapons of¬ 
fences rose from 1,207 to 1,857 over the 
last five years in the West Midlands, from 
313 to 679 in Staffordshire. Public order 
offences up from 5,368 to 11,579 in the 
West Midlands and from 1,813 to 4,381 
in Staffordshire, according to the Office 
of National Statistics. 

Half of investigations into recorded 
crime in this country are closed without a 
suspect being identified - HALF! 

There will be mitigation of data being 
collected differently, certain crimes more 
commonly reported now and some ‘suc¬ 
cess’ stories. But we don’t need these 
statistics. We are too aware of increasing 
violence, anti-social behaviour, friends 
being robbed or burgled. These figures 
just confirm our worst fears and we are 
afraid. I’m cautious about where I park 
my car, whether my house is secure, 
about walking alone, about thieves or 
fraudsters targeting my elderly relatives. 

But mostly I worry every time my chil¬ 
dren leave the house as I’m sure does 
every single parent as we witness in¬ 
creasing violence in the region robbing 
mothers of their loved ones. I’m tired of 
being told ‘there is not enough money’. 
Keeping people safe, keeping police 
stations open and bobbies on the beat, 
surely these are priorities for any govern¬ 
ment.

Dealership 
in turmoil 
after seven 
cars stolen 


A CAR dealership was left in turmoil when 
the keys to its entire stock of vehicle were 
taken in an early morning raid - along with 
seven vehicles.

Mr Brady 
said, out of the four vehicles 
returned, two were stopped 
in a police pursuit, another 
two discovered in a car park.

PCC role to come under 
mayoral remit by 2020 


A WALSALL MP was one of 
the dignitaries on hand to of¬ 
ficially open an all-weather 
pitch at a Willenhall football 
team. 

Eddie Hughes, MP for Walsall 
North was on hand to open a 
state-of-the-art third generation 
(3G) artificial grass pitch (AGP) 
for Sporting Khalsa Community 
Facilities Ltd. 

Their new facility, at the Aspray 
Arena was made possible thanks to in¬ 
vestment from the Premier League & 
The FA Facilities Fund - delivered by 
the Football Foundation. 

Staffordshire and Birmingham FA 
Chief Executives Adam Evans and 
Kevin Shoemake also attended the 
ceremony, which took place during a 
pre-season friendly between the site’s 
main user, Step 5 club Sporting Khalsa 
FC, and Hereford FC. 

They were able to take advantage of 
the brand new pitch, which has been 
upgraded from the grass stadia pitch. 
The original surface was prone to ‘cut¬ 
ting up’ during matches. 

Sporting Khalsa Community Facili¬ 
ties Ltd., which was set up by a group 
of friends at a local Sikh temple in 
1991, received the investment to help 
replace the existing pitch with the new 
3G AGP. They have also been able to 
perform other works, such as improv¬ 
ing the existing floodlights. 

The new facility provides a more 
reliable, consistent surface during 
training and matches, and can be used 
all-year-round. The club was awarded 
a £579,564 grant from the Premier 
League & The FA Facilities Fund to¬ 
wards the project. They also received 
£75,000 from Sport England. 

Across users, it is hoped that the 
upgraded surface will support the 
creation of 42 new teams - a number 
of which would be within Sporting 
Khalsa FC. The club hope to grow 
from their current 17 teams to a total 
of 24, with new sides in a range of age 
groups. This will help the club to pro¬ 
vide a complete player pathway, for 
both male and female members. 


THE office of West Midlands Police 
and Crime Commissioner is in line to 
be scrapped under plans signed off by 
council leaders at a heated meeting. 

Tory Mayor Andy Street wants the 
elected position, currently held by La¬ 
bour’s David Jamieson, to come under 
the mayoral remit from May 2020. 
It comes after council leaders on the 
West Midlands Combined Author¬ 
ity (WMCA) agreed to push through 
a move to ditch the role, which was 
outlined in the West Midlands second 
devolution deal. 

Initially the WMCA board was di¬ 


vided over party lines on the issue, 
with Tory council leaders Mike Bird 
and Patrick Harley backing them. 

On behalf of the Commissioner’s 
office, Assistant PCC Councillor 
Lynnette Kelly objected to the man¬ 
agement of the process, saying the 
benefits of combining the two roles 
had not been made clear. 

However, following an adjournment 
by Wolverhampton Council leader 
Roger Lawrence, an agreement was 
finally reached to move towards in¬ 
corporating the PCC role within the 
duties of the Mayor.

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Sea rescue bid grandfather 
receives bravery award

A HEROIC grandfather who 
died attempting to rescue 
two teenage girls from the 
sea has been given a post¬ 
humous award recognising 
his courageous actions. 

Selfless Richard Guest, from 
Walsall, who rushed into the 
water to help the youngsters 
who had got into trouble, has 
been awarded the Queen’s Gal¬ 
lantry Medal. 

The 74-year-old was walking 
his dog with his wife on the beach 
at Tywyn, North Wales, when he 
heard the teenagers screaming for 
help. 

With another passer-by, Stephen 
Adams, he managed to save one of 
the girls - but got into difficulty 
himself when he returned to the 
water in search of the second, who, 
unbeknown to him, had managed to 
reach the shore. 

Arms 

Former bank manager Mr Guest, 
who was known as Dick, was about 
40 yards out from the shore and 
was seen holding one of the girls up 
out of the water in his arms by the 
time Aberdovey coastguard arrived 
and managed to save her, his family 
later revealed. 

But after his life-saving efforts 
he was unable to get himself back 
to dry land. 

Mr Adams discovered him face 
down in the water. 

He was recovered unconscious 
from the sea by RNLI crews and 
airlifted to hospital in Aberystwyth 
where he was later pronounced 
dead. 

The grandfather of four’s actions 
were hailed following his tragic 
death in July 2015 and he has 
now been handed the prestigious 
Queen’s Gallantry Medal, along 
with Mr Adams, from Oswestry. 

The committee in charge of de¬ 
ciding the awards commended both 
men’s efforts. 

They said: “Both men demon¬ 


strated unselfish courage. Neither 
man knew the two girls yet were 
willing to risk their own lives to 
ensure the safety of two strangers.” 

The family of Mr Guest issued 
a statement saying: “The Guest 
family are honoured to receive the 
Queen’s Gallantry Medal in Rich¬ 
ard’s name. 

“This is to recognise his and Ste¬ 
phen Adams’ bravery in rescuing 
two teenage girls from drowning.” 

Mr Adams paid tribute to Mr 
Guest on receiving the award. 

He said: “I am humbled and hon¬ 
oured to receive the Queen’s Gal¬ 
lantry Medal. 

“I would like to take this moment 


as an opportunity to remember that 
Mr Guest lost his life trying to help 
others and to reflect on how merci¬ 
less the sea can be.” 

Mr Guest had been enjoying 
a weekend break away with his 
71-year-old wife when tragedy 
struck. 

His daughter, Ceri Donovan, said 
at the time: “He was an active man 
who loved the outdoors, and was at 
happiest in Tywyn with his family. 

“We cannot imagine life without 
him. He was loved by so many peo¬ 
ple.” 

“He was a strong swimmer and 
was used to swimming on that par¬ 
ticular part of the beach. 


“It was just like him to do some¬ 
thing so selfless and brave. 

“At the end of the day, he was a 
family man. 

“He was a great father and a 
much-loved grandfather. We will 
miss him terribly.” 

Son Gareth Guest remarked that 
his father was ‘that sort of person’. 

Dozens of messages were posted 
on social media following Mr 
Guest’s tragic death commending 
him for his courageous life-saving 
efforts. 

The Queen’s Gallantry Medal is 
one of the country’s highest and 
awards ‘exemplary acts of bravery’.

Mayor's vow over rail 
station completion 


WEST Midlands Mayor Andy 
Street says it is ‘unthinka¬ 
ble’ that an upgrade to a key 
railway station will not be 
finished in time for the Com¬ 
monwealth Games. 

It was announced at a meeting 
of the Transport Delivery Com¬ 
mittee last week that the Perry 
Barr project was one of the com¬ 
bined authority’s biggest trans¬ 
port concerns. 

Using a traffic light-style system 
whereby green indicates everything 
is going well and red indicates serious 
problems, a progress report gave Perry 
Barr station an amber/red status. 

Project delivery manager Alison 
Peckmore even suggested that the up¬ 
grades may be done in two parts, with

the ‘nice to haves’, completed after 
the Commonwealth Games, which 
Birmingham will be hosting in 2022. 

However, the mayor says now that 
the potential issues have been identi¬ 


fied, all efforts will be put into making 
sure that the station is ready for when 
the Games are staged in four years’ 
time. 

“The good thing about this RAG - 
red, amber, green - system that we 
have is it does help us to identify po¬ 
tential issues ahead of time, allowing 
us to tackle them early,” Mr Street 
said. 

Estimated 

“But the station at Perry Barr was 
part of the bid for the Commonwealth 
Games, meaning it’s one of the rea¬ 
sons we were chosen in the first place. 
So, as I say, it’s unthinkable that the 
station wouldn’t be finished in time.” 

The current estimated completion 
date for the station is May 1, 2022, 
with the games scheduled to begin 
under two months later, on July 27. 


Funding for 
police falls 
by millions 

GOVERNMENT funding 
for the region’s police forces 
has dropped by millions in 
the last three years, leaving 
taxpayers to pick up bill. 

The Home Office figures 
show that Government 
funding for the West Mid¬ 
lands and Staffordshire 
forces dropped by two per 
cent between their budgets 
for 2015-16 and 2018-19. 

Over the same period, 
the amount of funding re¬ 
ceived through council tax 
increased by 28 per cent for 
WMP and 14 per cent for 
Staffordshire. 

In the West Midlands last 
year £444 million of funding 
came from the Government, 
and £90 million from the 
council tax precept. 

For Staffordshire the fig¬ 
ures were £117m and £66m 
respectively.

Silver Eye features dance music, which evokes a 
pagan ritual rather than a club soundtrack. Cold, metallic 
electronics with a hot current of blood running through 
them. Cinematic pop music with a twist. A celebration of 
the thirst for transformation and intense sensation. A 21st 
century moondance. It weaves together the two strands 
of Goldfrapp’s music like never before. 

The Stranglers are perennial favourites and were on the 
road earlier this year with their Definitive Tour.

Checking in for a new series 


with more famous faces 


aking TV programmes isn’t 
easy. Everyone wants to 
create a hit, but how do you 
do that? Some producers decide to 
copy a previous show’s success, 
making it just different enough to 
avoid any trouble. 

The brains behind The Real 
Marigold Hotel did something very 
smart indeed. They took the 
premise of the film The Best Exotic 
Marigold Hotel and tried to find out if 
British pensioners really could make 
their pensions stretch further by 
moving to India. 

“BBC Two has a strong track 
record of creating bold new factual 
formats and Marigold proved to be 
an instant break through,” says the 
channel’s editor, Patrick Holland. 
“Who would have thought that a 
show about retirement would 
become such a hit with audiences 
young and old?” 

Well, perhaps it’s down to 
the fact that we are, according to 
statistics, an ageing nation, 
so the subject matter appeals to 
more of us - we’re either around the 
same age as the participants or, if 


we’re lucky, we will be one day and 
want to know want options lay 
ahead. 

The first series saw the celebrities 
spend three weeks sampling the 
sights and sounds of Jaipur, capital 
of the state of Rajasthan in Northern 
India. They set up home in a haveli - 
a private mansion - where they had 
to work out whether they could take 
care of themselves or need staff to 
lend a hand. 

That run proved to be so popular 
that the second series moved to 
BBC One, with a new batch of 
famous faces setting up home in 
Kochi; two spin-offs saw celebs 
from both seasons travelling to 
Florida, Kyoto, China, Cuba, Iceland 
and Thailand. Now a third series is 
upon us. 

“We’ve got a brilliant line up of 
famous faces checking into The 
Real Marigold Hotel,” says David 
Clews, director of production 
company Twofour. “They’re a 
fabulous and funny mix of 
characters, honest and open about 
their personal stories, and all of 
them excited to explore what 


retirement has to offer in the vibrant 
and beautiful city of Udaipur. 

“We’ve got our first married 
couple too, which adds a brand new 
dynamic. It’s going to be the best 
series yet.” 

One of the joys of the programme 
is seeing new friendships form 
between the participants - and 
they’re certainly a mixed bag this 
time around. 

It’s hard to imagine what former 
newsreader Selina Scott and actors 
Stephanie Beacham and Susan 
George will find to say to Ian and 
Janette Tough, aka The Krankies; 
they simply come from very different 
worlds. 

But the Toughs will, you would 
think, bond with fellow comedian 
Syd Little. He also moves into their 
idyllic new home on the shores of 
Lake Pichola alongside ex- 
EastEnder Peter Dean, former 
jockey Bob Champion and author 
Stanley ‘father of Boris’ Johnson, 
who knows how celebrity-driven 
shows work having spent time in I’m 
a Celebrity... Get Me Out of Here!

Lorry Ladies

Angela Rippon is a trailblazer. Back in the 1970s, 
she became the first woman to regularly present 
the news for the BBC.

Darren hopes Albion will 
have faith in the future 


WHEN Darren Moore went back to Frat- 
ton Park with Albion as a player, he used 
to take the unusual measure of meeting 
up with the opposition players in the kit 
room before the game. 

But this was not a catch-up with former 
team-mates, it was an opportunity to pray with 
Portsmouth’s flourishing Christian contingent. 

A huge, hulking centre-back, Moore was a formi¬ 
dable presence on the pitch, as any striker who com¬ 
peted against him would attest to. 

Off the pitch there is still the same determination 
driving the man forward, but there is also a calming 
warmth and amiable manner. Moore found Christian¬ 
ity during his time at Bradford City and, since then, 
faith has played a huge role in his life. 

Linvoy Primus was one of those members of the 
Portsmouth prayer group, and remains close to the 
Baggies boss to this day. 

“There were nine players at Portsmouth who were 
Christians,” Primus said. “Whenever Darren came 
back with West Brom he would come in and pray. 

“It was a unique thing that happened but it was a 
place where you could get some peace.” 

Bradford 

In 2002, Primus and Moore helped set up the Faith 
and Football charity with former player Micky Mel¬ 
lows and Primus now offers support to Christians in 
the game through another charity called Christians 
In Sport. 

Moore’s faith has already played a role during his 
time in charge of the Baggies. Wayne Jacobs, who was 
his team-mate at Bradford, is a Christian too and one 
of the reasons Moore turned to the religion. 

Jacobs was the unseen member of Moore’s coach¬ 
ing staff during his spell as caretaker and Moore is 
planning to use the man he trusts again next season. 

Primus believes Moore’s faith will play a huge 
role in his approach to management. “Darren’s been 
in the industry for a very long time,” said Primus. 
“What you see is what you’re going to get. His iden¬ 
tity isn’t going to be defined by the job he’s got, his 
identity is in the person he follows, which is Christ. 

“He’s a thoughtful guy anyway and his support for 
people is going to be number one in that.

“The industry of football has got a very quick turn¬ 
around in terms of staff, managers and players and 
it’s very hard to build a legacy, but I think Darren 
will, through his faith, be able to show the value to 
every single person involved to make going forward 
as a club successful.” 

Lee Bradbury was also playing at Portsmouth near 
the start of the century, and remains close friends 
with Moore. He is now manager of Havant & Wa- 
terlooville, and has just guided them to back-to-back 
titles that have taken the Hawks into the National 
League. 

The 42-year-old employs a chaplain at his club and 
believes Moore’s faith will support him in the season 
ahead. “Darren’s got some really good tools, he’ll be 
hardworking, honest and transparent with the play¬ 
ers,” said Bradbury. 

“And they know those qualities that he’s got are 
genuine, rather than for an ulterior motive. He’ll stay 
true to himself and his faith will help him along the 
way. Jesus has helped him get to where he is, so he’s 
more than happy to put his faith in God.” 

Bradbury came up and stayed with Moore on the 
weekend of Albion’s stunning victory over Tottenham 
at The Hawthorns towards the end of last season. 

At the time, Jake Livermore’s 92nd-minute winner 
kept alive the club’s slim hopes of survival. 

“The place was buzzing!” recalled Bradbury. “You 
could feel that the fans wanted him to get the job 
because of the connection they have for him. They 
might not have met him, but he’s a family man, and 
he’s trying to instil those qualities at the club.” 

Bradbury expects Moore to employ a club chaplain 


at Albion in the coming months, and it’s something 
he’d recommend. “Some players don’t want to talk to 
managers, so to have someone who people can trust 
and speak openly to is really important,” he said. 

“Everyone’s got different faiths, if you can help 
them be comfortable in the workplace, that’s half the 
battle.” 

It’s not just the players that need that support net¬ 
work. The man himself also needs someone to lean 
on, even if it looks like nothing would ever topple 
him. Every six months, Moore meets up with a sup¬ 
port network for Christians in football ran by Primus 
through the Christians in Sport charity. 

Depending on availability, the group can range 
from between half a dozen people to upwards of 30. 
They meet in hotel foyers, restaurants, and even 
training grounds, whatever is convenient. 

“There’s a number of Christian footballers and 
coaches in the Midlands so we try and get the group 
together,” explained Primus. 

“Ultimately, we ask how does God say you should 
deal with these things? 

“Cyrille Regis used to come along as well.” 

Regis was a Christian too, and used to attend the 
same large family church as Moore, the Renewal 
Christian Centre in Solihull. 

The legendary Albion striker was Moore’s mentor 
and would have been a part of his team next season 
had he not passed away so suddenly at the age of 59. 

Regis was one of a kind, but Primus hopes that gap 
on Moore’s journey ahead will be filled by others from 
the church who will offer their support. 

“His local church will be part of that support, with 
that support he will be able to move forward and get 
through. It’s more about the man than the job that 
he’s doing.” 

Albion’s new head coach has a strong affinity to the 
surrounding community. He grew up playing football 
in an underpass in Handsworth, and is well aware 
of the importance of the club to those who follow it. 

Sixteen years ago he helped set up Faith and Foot¬ 
ball with Primus, a community charity aimed at serv¬ 
ing local areas in Portsmouth and Handsworth. 

“We really wanted to look at the way we serve the 
community,” said Primus. “We knew football would 
be an easy draw, everyone likes football. I think it’s 
an exciting time for the club. This is what he’s wanted 
to do, he’s always wanted to be the manager.” 


Checkatrade Trophy 
fate now revea ed 

WOLVES, Albion and Walsall all learned their Checkatrade Trophy fate 
after the draw for the group stage was completed. 

All 48 League One and League Two clubs were drawn into 16 groups 
earlier this month. 

But the 16 invited clubs from the Premier League and Championship - 
who will all field under-21 sides - were later added in. 

Wolves have been drawn in Group H and will take on Scunthorpe, last 
season’s winners Lincoln City and Mansfield Town. 

Albion, who are in Group C, will face Accrington, Blackpool and Mac¬ 
clesfield. 

While Walsall - who reached the final of the competition in 2015 - have 
been placed in Group E alongside Burton, Port Vale and Middlesbrough.
